a  corporation  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  of  the 
State  of  NcAv  York  and  particularly  under  Chapter  207  of  the 
laws  of  1S75,  as  amende.!  by  Chapter  r,:]  of  the  laws  of  IbTtJ,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  OS  of  the  laws  of  l^SO.

COi\STITUTIOX. 


articlp:  I. 

This  society  shall  be  called  '"The  Schoharie  Counly  Historical 
Society.'' 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  objoct  of  tius  s<;K2iety  sliall  Ix;  t.>  create  an  interest  in  his- 
torical matters;  to  discover,  gather,  collect  and  disseminate 
historical  information;  collect,  receive,  preserve,  and  .safely 
k<x;p  historiail  rc-cords,  documents,  books,  papers,  maps,  manu- 
scripts, lottei-s,  journals,  relics,  and  other  historical  data, 
article.s,  and  thin-s,  which  may  establish  or  iUustrate  the  his- 
tory, growth,  and  {H-oicn's.s  of  the  County  of  Schoharie  and  its 
surroundings. 

ARTICLE  III. 
The  S(x;iety  shall  c.)nsist  of  resident.  ;'orrcs])onding.  honorary 
and  lif"  members.  Resident  mend)ers  shall  be  residents  of  the 
County  of  Schoharir.  The  names  of  all  caiididntcs  shall  Ix- 
referred  to  the  Couunitt<v  on  M^mbn-ship.  and  action  .shall  not 
\x)  taken  until  a  subsc'iucnt  m.-ctin;;-,  wiien,  u])ou  a  report  from 
that  comuutlee,  a.  majority  shall  b.-  rciuircil  for  election. 

ARTICLE  I\' 

Resident  nvMubcrs  shall  p.iy  :ui  a.lmi-si.ju  fee  of  one  dollar : 
and,  thereafter,  an  ammal  tei.  oi  fifty  eents,  wiiirh  .shall  1..^ 
paid  on  or  brf,,re  Hie  lirst  day  ..f  ^ra>  m  each  ami  ev.Ty  year. 
.\ny  member  m  arn-ars  for  aiumal  ilues  wii  the  second  Tuesday 
ia  January  in  each  y.-ar,  and  wh,,  >!i,iU  have  receivid  notice 
ther(.H)f  from  tlie  ti-e.-.siuv  r  as  eai'ly  .is  the  prece.iaiir  first  day  ..1 
Octolx.>r,  shall  n- .  lon-er  he  con-idend  a  memlxa-  of  the  soeiitv. 
and  his  name  may  Ix'  droppe,!  ui>,,ti  a  m.ijority  vote  of  the 
society. 

ARTK'LE  V, 

The  oOicers  of  the  .soc-iety  .shall  consist  of  a    Trcsidcnt.    En-st. 


Second,  and  Third  Vice  Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Librarian,  or  Curator,  and  a  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
January  by  a  majority  of  ballots,  and  who,  together  witli  an 
Plvecutive  Committee  of  five  from  among  the  members  of  tlie 
Board  of  Councilors,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  society,  exercising  the  duties  and  discharging  the  responsi- 
bilities which  belong  to  boards  of  trustees  in  general.  Seven 
members  of  the  Bnard  of  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  regularly  called  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  thirty-seven  Councilors,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  life  or  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  to  be  mem- 
bers. An  E.xecutive  Committee  of  five  shall  be  elected  annually 
from  among  the  Board  of  Councilors.  All  vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Councilors  shall  be  filled  at  the  nt'xt  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  by  a  majurity  of  l>allots.  on  the  numination  of  the 
Executive  Cuuimiltee. 

■  ARTICLE  VII. 
None  but  life  or  residt-uL  members  shall  be  eligiitle  to  office  or 
(jualified  to  vote. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Tlie  payment  of  ten  dollars  at  one  tin).-  sliail  (-(uistituti-  a  life 
member,   e.vi'uii)t  fn>ni  the  payment  of  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  President  shall  pr^-side  at  all  meetings  of  the  society, 
regulate  its  pruceedings,  keej)  and  preserve  order,  and  have  a 
casting  votv.  He  shall  \y-  chairman  i>f  the  Board  of  Managers. 
In  his  absrnee  the  Vice  Presidents  may  discharge  the  duties  of 
president,  and  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  na.med  in 
article  five. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Re^-ordiniT  Secretary  shall  have  tlie  custody  of  tlie  con- 
stitution, by  laws,  and  reeofds  of  th"  society,  and  shall  notify 
all  {lersons  of  their  election  to  inemb'-rship  lie  shall  give  due 
notice  of  all  regular  and  special  meetmgs,  and  keep  a  record  of 
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the  procoodings  of  the  same.  At  least  two  days'  notice  by  mail 
or  pers-jiially  shall  be  given  of  all  special  nieetiuf^s.  He  shall 
bo  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Maiia^ei-s,  aiul  shall  keep  a  record 
of  theii-  proceedings. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  Corresponding  Stx;retary  shall  h;ivo  the  custody  of  all 
letters  and  coniniuuications  on  the  business  of  the  society,  and 
shall  submit  to  the  s<x'iety  idl  communications  received  by  luni 
as  such  secretary.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  society, 
prepare  all  communications  t^")  be  addressed  to  others  in  the 
name  of  the  society,  and  ke^p  copies  of  such  as  may  be  im- 
portant. 

ARTICLE  XII . 

The  Librarian  or  Curator,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  shall  have  tlie  custotly,  care,  and  superintendence 
of  the  libraiy,  cabinet  and  cull'.ctiun  belonging  to  the  society  or 
in  its  passt^siou.  and  shall,  if  required,  prepare  and  continue  a 
catalogue  of  the  same,  and  sliail  arrange  the  collection  of  the 
society  in  a  manner  C(jnvcni"ut  and  suitable  for  reference  and 
inspection.  He  shall  keep  a  re<'()rd  uf  all  donations  and  loans 
to  the  sx;iety,  and  shall  prepare  and  i-ead  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing there<-)f  a  sUitement  of  the  gmwth  and  CDuditiou  of  the 
library  and  collection  of  tlie  s<>cit,-ty. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Trea.surer  shall  receive  and  ke«'p  all  securities  and  moneys 
due  and  payable  or  belniigiuK  to  the  society  He  shall  give 
such  bonds  as  the  Board  of  .Managers  may  direct.  He  shall  pay 
siich  sums  as  the  society  shall  direct  upon  the  written  order  of 
the  President,  or  one  of  the  \'ice  Presidents  and  any  two  mem- 
bers of  the  E.\ecutivc  C()m!!dtl.'e.  He  shall  keejt  a  true  account 
of  his  rcjeipt-s  and  disbursements,  and  render  a  statement 
tliereof  at  the  annual  met'tinj.r  of  tlie  s^tcicty,  or  whenever  called 
upon  to  do  so  by  the  scn-iety  or  by  the  Board  of  Managei-s. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

It  shall  U-  the  duty  of  the  p,,,; ml  of  Mana^.'ers  to  discharge 
towanl  th.'  society  the  duties  wlndi  ordinarily  behtng  to  boanls 
of  trustees  of  corpunitions,  subjei-t   onlv  to  the  restrictions  of 
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this  constitution.  It  shall  exorcise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  funds  and  affairs  of  the  society ;  and  a  majority  tliereof  at 
any  time  may  restrain  any  appropriation  of  money  ordered  by 
the  society,  which  in  their  judgment  is  not  warranted,  or  is 
forbidden  by  article  eighteen  of  this  constitution.  It  shall 
make  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  a  detailed 
report  to  the  society  of  its  transactions  for  the  precedmg  year, 
with  recommendations  for  the  development  and  advantage  of 
the  society  as  seem  to  it  best. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

All  otliccrs  shall  C')utinue  in  office  luUil  their  successors  are 
elected  and  accept  <>r  qualify  or  give  tlie  required  bond. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  society  shall  me.-t  ([uarterly  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
April.  July,  '  (ctolter  and  Jaimary.  The  president,  or  either  of 
the  vice  prrsiili'Uts.  or  the  chairnuai  of  tlie  executive  committee, 
miy  direct  tlie  call  of  a  special  meeting  at  any  time. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Seven  nienJHj'rs  who  shall  attend  any  regularly  called  meet- 
ing shall  cunsiitute  a  (lUorum. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

No  debt,  shall  be  incurred  in  the  name  of  the  S(jciety.  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  beyond  the  at)iount  <^f  its  unappropriated 
fimds  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  a[  the  time  any  expendi- 
ture m.iy  be  autiiorized.  Nor  shall  any  officer  or  comniittee 
incur  .any  obligation  in  the  name  of  tlie  society  without  tlie 
authority  of  tlie  s<jci(.'ty  previously  conferred  by  a  vote  of  the 
soci(.'ty. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

This  Constitution  niay  be  amt-ndecl  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
tlie  m<Miib*'rs  pn'seiit  at  a  regular  meetiiiLC.  ]»rovide<l  notice  of 
the  propose-il  ann'udirn-ntshall  b<'  ^^iven  at  tworcgidar  meetings 
next  pnn-ious  to  the  vote  thereon  and.  such  notice  i»ubli>hed  at 
least  once  in  at  le.i-t  one  of  t]v  papers  imblished  in  the  village 
of  Schohiuat'  ten  day  prior  to  s;ud  vot(!. 


BY-LAWS. 


1.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  society  shall  be  held  at  Niag- 
ara Engine  House  in  the  village  of  Schoharie  at  half-past  seven 
o'cliX'k  P.  M.,  unless  a  different  hour  shall  be  designated  hj  the 
previous  meeting;  or  at  such  other  place  in  the  village  of  Scho- 
harie avS  may  be  designated  at  such  previous  meeting. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  calletl  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  President  or  either  of  the  A'ice-Presidents  may  designate. 
The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  both  regular  and 
special  meetings  of  the  society. 

3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  of  January  annuallj-.  The  election  of  officei-s 
s1k\11  then  t^ike  place,  and  the  annual  reports  of  the  officers  of 
the  previous  year  shall  be  received,  and,  if  approved,  adopted. 
At  each  annual  meeting  there  shcdl  be  an  address  delivered  be- 
fore the  society  b}^  some  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  society 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Addresses. 

4.  Within  the  next  ten  days  the  President  shall  apfxjmt  from 
among  the  active  members  of  the  society  the  following  Stand- 
ing O jmniitte+-'s,  t^j  Consist  of  thitv  meml»t>rs  each,  viz:
